T° FIGHT FOR CUBA began in earnest 


with the 


Landing of General Shafter’s 
Troops near Santiago. 


The disembarkation was planned so well by 
Admiral Sampson and General Shafter that it 
passed off most smoothly on Wednesday, June 22. 
Three thousand United States:troops were landed 
under cover of the war-ships at Daiquiri, about 
eighteen miles east of Santiago de Cuba. The 
landing party was protected by 


The Fire from the Fleet, 


which at the same time bombarded Aquadores, 
Juragua, Cabanas, and Siboney, to the east and 
west of Santiago. These were fortified places 
which it was necessary to clear away before 
marching against Santiago. A thousand Cubans 
covered the debarkation of the troops. When 
the landing of the Americans began, the 
Spaniards were exposed to a hot fire from the 
coast, and Mauser bullets poured upon them 
from the Cubans, who were commanding the 
batteries at Cabanas and Aquadores. 


General Shafter’s Plan 


of landing and of attack was divulged to Garcia 
and the other Cuban leaders at Acerraderos on 
the preceding Monday. Acerraderos was found 
to be unfit for landing, as there is a mere mule- 
path from there to Santiago. From Daiquiri to 
Santiago, however, there is a good road, and 
plenty of good water could be obtained at 
Daiquiri. General Shafter’s entire force had 
landed by‘one o’clock on the Thursday morn- 
ing. There was no interference from the 
Spaniards beyond a few scattered shots. The 
entire landing was carried out without mis- 
hap, except that an iiisurgent in the hills was 
wounded by a shell from an American war-sbip. 
The honour of setting first foot on the island fell 
to adetachment of 8th Infantry, which was towed 
ashore by the tug Wanpatnek. The troops were 
in the highest spirits, the national song, ‘‘ Yankee 
Doodle,’’ greeting every string of boats going 
shorewards. 


Roosevelt's Rough Riders Drive Back 
e the Spaniards. 


We give a portrait of Tieutenant-Colonel 
Roosevelt, whose smart corps of Rough Riders 


while General Young went ahead, 


The Rough Riders, 


who are mostly trained athletes and cowboys, 
were compelled to push their way in a single file 
through a densely wooded hilly region. The 
brush was so dense that it was impossible to see 
ten yards in any direction. The weather was 
intensely hot, and the men suffered terribly. 

A small advance guard of the Riders and 
Cubans hurried daringly ahead. Suddenly 
the Spaniards were heard making cuckoo signals, 
followed by a murderous volley from the Mauser 
rifles, which sent several men to the ground, 
including d 


Hamilton Fish, Who Fell Dead, 


shot through the heart. Only the dense thicket 
and the miserable marksmanship of the Spaniards 
prevented them all from being killed. 

Colonel Wood coolly hurried forward and 
ordered his men to deploy and open fire on

Another detachment was sent to attack the 
enemy in the rear.. Lieutenant - Colonel 
Roosevelt, who led the first, tore his way through 
the brush, urging the men to continue firing. 


Captain Capron 
Stood behind his men, carefully aiming his 
revolver whenever a Spaniard appeared. He

suddenly dropped, a bullet passing. through his 
body, and he died a few hours later. The men 
were falling right and left, and 


had a brisk engagement with the Spanish troops 
on June 24. The fight was tersely described by 
the Daily Mail’s Correspondent off Daiquiri : 
One of the most exciting skirmishes of the war 
occurred on Friday morning, June 24, between 
a party of American dismounted cavalry and a 
body of Spanish infantry, and was attended 
with severe losses on both sides. 

The Americans formed part of an expeditionary 
force sent to dislodge the enemy who were 
engaged in constructing log barriers to obstruct 
the American advance on Santiago some miles 
from Juragua, a small coast town. ‘The expedition 


Left for Juragua 
at daybreak, and consisted of the Ist Massa- 
chusetts Cavalry, Roosevelt’s Rough Riders, and 
a detachment of Cubans. General Young 
commanded. 
During the march the Rough Riders, under 
Colonel Wood and Lieut. -Colonel Roosevelt, were 


Colonel Roosevelt, , 
after fifteen minutes’ hard fighting, ordered 
them back from the thicket into the trail, him- 
self narrowly escaping a bullet, which shuttered 

_a tree beside his head. The men reformed and 
resumed firing. 

The Spaniards then commenced falling back, 
and the troopers both in front and rear pressed 
forward and gained more open country. ‘They 
poured a terrific fire into the enemy, compelling 
them to break and run. 


The Spaniards Fled Down the Hill 
and up another to a blockhouse, where they 
made a final stand. Led by Colonels Roosevelt 
and Wood, the troopers followed, and charged 
the blockhouse, which the Spaniards abandoned,

on a neighbouring hill. The skirmish began in 
a similar manner to the other, but the machine- 
guns and a fierce charge of the troopers dispersed 
the Spaniards, and compelled them to retreat. 
When they had disappeared a search party went 
through the thicket picking up the dead and 
wounded. ; 

The Americans lost seventeen killed, and 
thirty-four privates and six officers wounded, 
several fatally. 


Mr. Edwin Marshall, Correspondent of

was badly wounded, and is not expected to live. 

Twelve dead Spaniards were found, but ne 
efforts were made to ascertain the actual loss, 
which is believed to be much greater. 

The Americans hold the captured positions, 
which are unlikely to be attacked. It is not 
believed that the Spanish will further attempt to 
block the onward march on Santiago. They will 
make the last stand in the city, trusting that 
with the assistance of the shore batteries and 


Admiral Cervera’s War-Ships 
they will be enabled to repel the American 
attack. 2 
Admiral Sampson learnt that Lient. Hobson 
and his comrades had been removed from Morro 
Castle to Santiago. 


Fight Between the ‘‘St. Paul” 
and the ‘‘ Terror.’’ 

The American Navy Department announces 
that Admiral Sigsbee, commanding the St. Paul, 
has reported tuat on the afternoon of June 22, 
while off San Juan, Puerto Rico, he was 
attacked by a Spanish unprotected cruiser and 
the torpedo - boat destroyer Zrrror, The 
latter made a dash for the St Pzul, which 
awaited it, and hit the Terror three times, killing 
an officer and two men and wounding several 
others. The Zerror dropped back with difficuity 
under cover of the fortifications, and was towed 
into the harbour in a sinking condition. She is 
now being repaired. Some time later a cruiser 
and a gun-boat started out of the barbour, but 
remuined under the protection of the forts. 


Admiral Camara’s Squadron. 


It was semi-officially stated at Madrid on 
Tuesday that the passage of Admiral Camara’s 
Squadron through the Suez Canal offered no 
difficulty, inasmuch as the colliers accompanying 
the war-ships carry all the coal that is required. 

The Philippines. 

The New York Herald of June 28 publishes 
a despatch from Manila, dated June 23, in 
which it is stated that Admiral Diederichs, in 
command of the German Squadron, has un- 
officially requested the insurgent lender Agui- 
naldo to surrender the family of General Augusti, 
Jovernor-Genueral of Manila, to the German 
Fleet. They had taken refuge in the country at 
the outset of the trouble when an attack on 
Manila was considered imminent. Aguinaldo

| hus refused to make this surrender. 


On June 20, the anniversury of the accession 
of Queen Victoria, the foreign war-ships in 
Manila Bay fired a salute in honour of the event. 
This caused the people to believe that the 
bombardment by the American Fleet had begun, 
and a panic ensued, but it was soon quelled.

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The Cost of the March to Khartoum.-—-0On 
Monday last the Chancellor of the Exchequer laid before 
the House of Commons the financial proposals with regard 
to the forthcoming expedition to Khartoum (which Sir 
Herbert Kitchener is bound to bring to a successful issue). 
He explained that the military operations in the Soudan 
had involved an outlay of £1,850,000 up to the present 
time, and the whole of that expenditure had been provided 
for. It was now estimated that the advance from Dongola 
to Khartoum would cost about £750,000, and Her Majesty’s 
Government had decided to bear the charge themselves by 
converting a loan of £798,000, which was made to Egypt in 
1895, into a free grant. Sir William Harcourt complained 
that Ministers were juggling with finance, as the present 
scheme ought to have been embodied in the Budget. After 
further discussion the customary resolution was agreed to 
by 155 votes to 81.

The Midsummer Pea. 


T must be one of the fast-grow- 
ing, robust, and free-podding 
varieties for this culture.
